Strip the Leaves 
T he first step in the manufacture 
the stripping of the big 
leaves, 
sometimes two and a half feet long, 
and tile sorting of the 
same. 
The 
stems are cut out and the leaves alone 
set aside to he made into “ smoking.” 
In the sorting room, the bitter leaf 
is thrown away. 
Tobacco not fully 
cured or that grown too much in the 
sun or in the shade is thrown out be- 
] cause of bitterness, spoiling a good 
yod up- Smoke 


From the separator the tobacco is 
placed in the granulator where it is 
cut into the form in which it is re­ 
ceived. 
From there it is taken to the 
mixing floor, where the Virginia and 
Kentucky tobaccoes are mixed. F la­ 
vors, consisting of 
wines 
imported 
from France, the juices of fruits, to 
give tone and flavor to the tobacco 
arc added. 
H o w I t is Packed 
The processes enumerated above in 
the manufacture of long and short cut 
tobacco are carried on on the second 
floor of the factory. 
T h e raw' tobacco 
is worked into the sm oking form and 
sent to the first floor for packing and 
shipment. 
Slight changes in the 
form 
are 
found in this also for the long cut 
tobacco is not finished on the second 
floor, being dried and cooled below 
before packing while the granulated 
mixture is received ready to be packed 
and sent away. 
The long cut tobacco comes down a 
long chute from the cutting machine 
above, still moist from the casing p ro ­ 
cess and addition of flavors. 
T he long chute carries it direct to 
the dryer, a long revolving cylindrical 
receptacle, heated by gas underneath. 
Here the long cut is dried out th o r ­ 
oughly and passed into a cooler wliere 
a blast of cold air takes out all the 
heat. 
This fiinishes the long cut m a n ­ 
ufacturing process. 
T he tobacco is 
weighed, that the government may 
know how much is being m anufac­ 
tured. 
Before packing, however, the 
long cut is allowed to draw forty- 
eight hours. 
In huge bins the product 
is placed to be allowed to 
become 
pliable and silky, much in the form 
in which the smoker buys it.

CHINESE SMUGGLING 
LIKE NOVEL 


PRO VID EN CE, R. I., Oct. 13.—A 
real life story of the sea, of smuggling 


and adventure, thrilling pursuits and 


hairbreadth escapes, and the perilous 
voyage of a little schooner, 
under 


whose battered down hatches was a 
cargo such as the slavers of the story 
books carried, ended when the Frolic 
of Boston was discovered by chance 
in this harbor. 
It was the sea that had been its 
refuge that finally wrought the un­ 
doing of the Frolic and foiled its ad­ 
venture after it had played tag with 
revenue cutters and customs officers 
for weeks along the coast. The Frolic 
was a battered and crippled ghost of 
a boat when it crept into port with 
forty-two woebegone 
and 
starving 
Chinamen in its hold. 
In the night 
while it was believed the crew’ of z 
storm beaten fishing boat was repair­ 
ing damage, dories went to and from 
the shore and the Frolic and twenty- 
seven Chinamen were landed. 
The Chinamen were still being ta 
ken ashore in the morning and bidder 
in coal heaps, when a man employer’ 
on one of the pockets on a dock stum­ 
bled across a shivering group of Chi 
namen and gave the alarm. 
A little 
later customs and immigration offi 
cerscers swooped down on the Frolic 
and captured fifteen Chinamen 
and 
two of the crew. 
Skipper H. K. Col­ 
by of Boston, who led the adventure 
and his mate, “Al” Adams, slipped 
away in a dory and 
escaped. 
Or 
shore officers captured John C. I.cline 
maim of Boston, whose part in the 
adventure was convoying the smug 
gled Chinamen to the refuge of the 
Chinese quarter in this city. 
Lehnemann took the police to the 
house in Chinatown which had taken 
in the Chinamen, but they had dis 
appeared, and no trace of them was 
found. 
Til his cell Lehnemann 
said 
the 
smuggling of C hinese into New Eng­ 
land states had been carried on for 
years with great profit. 
He stated 
that an expedition like that of the 
Frolic netted about $15,000 clear of all 
expenses. 
Asked how the smugglers 
were able to evade the officials, he 
answered: “That’s easy. Most places 
in New England arc ‘fixed,’ and we 
don’t have any trouble.” 
Lehnemann 
explained 
that 
the 
Chinese 
were 
brought from their native country to 
Canada and from there in small num­ 
bers to Newfoundland, where they 
were held to await a vessel from the 
United States. 
According to Lehne­ 
mann, the expeditions arc backed by 
a man named Goodman Philipps of 
Boston, who is now in England. 
The two members of the crew of 
die Frolic who were captured said 
the little vessel had beaten about the 
coast from Eastport, Me., to Cape 
Hatteras for two weeks, dodging rev­ 
enue cutters and coast guards, and 
buffeted by storms. 
They said the 
Frolic’s captain only took the desper­ 
ate chance of running into Providence 
when the little vessel had been so bat­ 
tered it could not stay at sea any 
longer.
